MINERS' DEMANDS 


New York, March 12. — The proposi- 


tions of the United Mine Workers of 
America for a readjustment of wages 
fad conditions in i-ie aathracize coal 
f'eUls. as a whole, have been denied 
b> the comnsktee representing the an- 
thracite operators. As a counter prop- 
osition, the operators suggest that the 
awards auide by the anthracite coal 
strike commission, on the principles 
upon which taey were established by 
the commission, and the methods es- 
tablished for carrying out their find- 
ings and awards, shall "be continued 
for a lurther term of three years from 
April 11. 1905. The present agreement 
terminates March 31 of this year. 


Announcement of the anthracite op- 


erators' decision and their counter- 
proposition v,-as= n:ade in a long, formal 
statement, which was given out for 
publication. This statement, which in- 
cludes the correspondence on the sub- 
jects at issue between President John 
Miteheii. cf the United Mine Workers, 
acting for the miners, and George F- 
E-aer. president cf the Philadelphia & 
Reding Coal and Iron company, for 
the operators, discusses the miners' 
proposition in detail. 
In every in- 


stance the contention is made by the 
operators either that conditions in the 
coal fields do not warrant the changes 
proposed by the miners or that the 
questions at issue already have b'een 
passed upon by the strike commission. 


Won't Recognize Union. 


The demand of the miners that the 


operators enter into an agreement 
with the iinion !s declined on the 
ground thai the anthracite operators 
"stard unalterably for the open shop, 
and. again decline to make an agree- 
ment with the Tinned iline Workers 
of America, an organization controlled 
b:- a rival industry." Of the demand 
for an eight-hour day, the statement 
says the operators know of no change 
in conditions tiat ca3~bs used, to sus- 
tain the renewed demand foe a reduc- 
tion in hours. It declares that the 
expectation of the strike commission 
that the reduction from ten to nine"

IN 
BATTLE 


f m c r i c a n s Had 
18 Killed and 
Many 
Wounded In "l-ight Near Jolo. 


Manila, March 10.~An important ac- 
tion between American forces and hos- 
tile Moros has taken place near Jolo. 
Fiiteeu enlisted men were killed, four 
commissioned officers and 32 enlisted 
men were wounded and a naval con- 
tinSGUt operating with the military 
Bustaiuod losses. Three members of 
the, constabulary operating with the 
troops were killed, and neax'ly a score 
wounded. 
The Moros lost 600 men 
killed. 


Major General Leonard Wood, com- 
n^ander of tho division of the Philip- 
pines, reportea as follows from Jolo, 
capital of the Sulu Islands: 


"A severe action between troops, a 
naval 
detachment and constabulary 
and hostile Moros has taken place at 
Mount Dajo, near Jolo. The engage^ 
ment opened during the afternoon of 
March 6 and ended in the morning of 
March 8. The action involved the cap- 
ture of Mount Dajo, a lava cone 2100 
feet high, with a crater at its summit 
and extremely steep. 
The last 400 
feet were at an angle of 00 degrees, 
and there were 50 perpendicular ridgea 
covered with a growth of timber and 
strongly fortified and defended by an 
Invisible force of Moros. 


"The army casualties were 18 en- 
listed men killed, a commissioned ofll- 
cer and four enlisted men wounded. 
The naval casualties 
numbered 32. 
Ensign H. D. Cooke, Jr., of the United 
States steamer Pampanga, command- 
ing the Pampanga fort, was ueverely 
wounded, and Coxswain Gllmore waa 
eeverely wounded in the elbow. 


"The action resulted in the extluo- 
tlon of ft band of outlaws who, recog- 
nising no chief, had 
been 
raiding 
friendly Moros, and owing to their 
defiance of the American authorities 
bad stirred up a dangerous condition 
of affairs."

OPERATORS REFUSE 
MINERS' DEMANDS 


New York, IVIarch 12.—The proposi- 
lions of the United Mine Workers of 
America for a readjustment of wages 
rnd conditions in the anthracite coal 
fields, as a whole, have been denied 
by the committee representing the an- 
thracite operators; As a counter prop- 
osition, the operators suggest that the 
awards made by the anthracite coal 
strike commission, on the principles 
upon which they were established by 
the commission, and the methods es- 
tablished for carrying out their find- 
ings and awards, shall l)e continued 
for a further terra of three years from 
April 11, 1906. The present agreement 
terminates March 31 of this year. 


Announcement of the anthracite op- 
ferators' 
decision 
and their counter- 
proposition was made in a long, formal 
sL&tement. which was given out for 
publication. This statement, which In- 
cludes the correspondence on the sub- 
joots at issue between President John 
iMitchell, of the United Mine Workers, 
hcting for the miners, and George F. 
Baer, president of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron company, for 
the operators, discusses the miners' 
proposition in detail. 
In every In- 
stance the contention is made by the 
Operators either that conditions in the 
coal fields do not warrant the changes 
proposed by the miners or that the 
Questions at Issue already have b'een 
passed upon by the strike commission. 


Won't 
Recognize 
Union. 


Tlie demand of the miners that the 
operators 
enter into an 
agreement 
with the union Is declined on the 
groimd that the anthracite operators 
"stand unalterably for the open shop, 
and again decline to make an agree- 
ment with the United Mine Workers 
of America, an organization controlled 
bj a rival Industry." 
Of the demand 
for an eight-hour day, the statement 
says the operators know of no change 
In conditicms that caiT^bi? used to sus- 
tain the renewed demand fon a reduc- 
tion In hours. 
It declares that the 
expectation of the strike commission 
that the reduction from ten to nine 
hours "should not result in any de- 
crease In the output of the mines" haá 
not been realized, and adds: 
"We 
might justly say that with the expe- 
rience of the past three years, the 
lO-hour day should be restoretl; 
but 
wo are willing to abide by the de- 
cision of the commission.". The prop- 
osition that a uniform scalò of wages 
he established in the anthracite fields 
Is met by the operators with the reply 
that this would be Impracticable by 
reason of the varj^ing capacities of 
the workmen and the várying condi- 
tions existing In tfie region and at the 
collieries.

No Change In Conciliation 
Board. 


"We cannot Increase wages without 
ndvanning the pricé of coal; and we 
arc not willing tò advance the price 
of coal," Is the reply to the demand 
fo»- a general Increase in wages. 
The 
request thil^t the operators shall collect 
from each employe certain stated sums 
for th^(i support of the Mine Workers' 
Union Is denied on the ground that, 
"as a matter of pojlcy, we wouWi nq^^ 
make such an agreement as you j^fe- 
quest, and. as a mi|tter of law. w ^ a r e 
not permitted to make it." Tlj^opera- 
tors decline to ^.íírise to any .ej>ange In 
the board of concUiatlon as 
tetablished 
Ijy the anthmcItQ coal striKQ comjpls- 
Blon, taking the'"ground that tji^ sys- 
tem proposed would simply 'involve 
the creation of a series of minor tioards 
whose decisions might be conftiptlng. 
find from which appeals would fiave to 
be taken to an arbitrator, thereby cre- 
ating more delays than now exist. The 
complaint of the miners that the board 
of conciliation does not act promptly 
the operators declare to be not war- 
ranted by the facts. The demand for 
a new sliding wage scale Is denied on 
the ground that the sliding scaltì fixed 
by the anthracite coal strike commls- 
fiion covers practically all the proposi- 
tions in the proposed new scale. 


The Demands of the Miner«. 


The demands of the mine workers

In wagps for all mine workers affected 
by the agreement for each Increase of 
five cents in the average price of coal 
in the'sizes known as grate, egg, stove 
and chestnut sold at or near New York 
above $4.50 per ton, the rate of com- 
pensation in no case to be less than 
that fixed in the agreement; the recog- 
nition of a mine committee from the 
union with full authority to take up 
with the officiais of a company any 
dispute or grievance which may arise 
at a colliery. 


The demands also provided that each 
employe bo given 
an 
itemized pay 
statement at least one dav before pay- 
day; that a discharged employe have 
the right to present his grievance In 
the same manner as provided for In 
the case of other grievances; that no 
person be refused employment or in 
any other way be discriminated against 
on account of membership in any la- 
bor organization; that the companltes 
collect 
from 
each 
employe 
such 
amounts as might be levied by their 
organization monthly, the amount thus 
collectod to be turned over to an au- 
thorized committee at the.colliery; that 
nil employes M'ho are required to work 
It safety lamp should receive 10 per 
cent, extra, In addition to the regular 
v/ages or prices, and that the violation 
of any provisions of the agreement, 
either by the employers or the em- 
ployes. should not invalidate any of 
its provisions. 


1100 DEAD IN 


DISASTER 


Paris, March 12.—The worst fears 
n,» to the enormity of the mine disas- 
ter In the Courrieres district of the 
Fas-de-Calais Saturday have been re- 
alized. 
Th6 death list numbers 1100, 
and Mie whole of the region stands 
appalled at the terrible tragedy, which 
has brought sorrow to 6000 fathers, 
inothers, v/ives and children. 
An ex- 
plosion of fire damp caused the car 
. lamlty. 


The tast mortuary cami^ Is under 
military guard, 400 soldiers having ar- 
I'lved there to assist in holding in 
check the crowds of distracted mourn- 
ers. 
For a time hope had been held 
out to tho people that tappings on 
pipes by the Imprisoned men had been 
heard, but gradually tills hope van- 
ished and the people demanded ad- 
mission to see the bodies, and even 
threatened to break through the cor- 
don of troops, who had the greatest 
dlificulty In keeping the crowds from 
the pit. 
One man named Sylvestre 
succeeded in entering the mine, but 
.he never returned. 
It is believed ho 
groped about insldo until he was over- 
come by the gases and perished. 
It Is 
reported that a rescue party number- 
ing 40 ha.s been cut off by tho caving 
in of one of the galleries. 


For the time being the mino bulld- 
In£' has been transformed into a mor- 
tuary chamber, and all about In It lie 
the carbonized and almost unrecogniz- 
able bodies of miners whlcU were 
taken there atí they were brought up 
from tho mine. 
Stricken relatives ar- 
rive at the rpine building from time to 
>time, searching for missing members 
of theirVfamilies, and 
indescribable 
scenes olf grief occur as women recog- 
nize loved ones. 


Heart-rending scenes, too, are wit- 
nessed about the mouth of pit number 
four, where In the presence of Minis- 
ters Dubief and Gauthier the bands of 
rescuers are 
continually 
descending 
and returning with bodies. The wom- 
en, with children In their arms, at- 
tempt to break through the cordon of 
troops which 
form 
a 
lane through 
which the body-bearers proceed to the 
mortuary chamber. Sometimes the bur- 
den consists of a mere heap of burnt 
flesh, and in nearly every case the 
body is terribly lacerated. Only one- 
half of the bodies recovered have been 
Identified. 


Despite the daftger Incurred, the vol- 
unteers, who Include a number of those 
who v/ere successful In escaping at the 
time of the explosion, do not hesitate 
to descend the shaft. 
Some of them 
have been do^Vn more than a dozen 
times. 
One of 
them 
after -having 
brought up 14 bodies was suffocdted on 
his 15th attempt, and it is feared that 
other fatalities among tho volunteers 
will follow, as the air In the mines Is 
fitill impregnated with noxious gases. 
A number of the men engaged in res- 
cue work have already been brought 
to the surface Unconscious, and as they 
were driven to their homes In closed 
carriages the Women folowtíd and broke 
the windows, suspecting »th^t bodies 
were being hurried away,'

600 MOROS KILLED IN BATTLE 


- 
— 


Americans Had 18 Killed and Many 
Wounded In Fight Near Jolo. 
Manila, March 10.—An important ac­ 
tion between American forces and hos­ 
tile Moros has takeu place near Jolo. 
Fifteen enlisted men were killed, four 
commissioned officers and 32 enlisted 
men were wounded and a naval con­ 
tingent operating with the military 
sustained losses. Three members of 
the constabulary operating with the 
troops were killed, and nearly a score 
wounded. 
The Moros lost 600 men 
killed. 


Major General Leonard Wood, com­ 
mander of tho division of the Philip­ 
pines, reported as follows from Jolo, 
capital of the Sulu Islands: 


“A severe action between troops, a 
naval 
detachment and constabulary 
and hostile Moros has taken place at 
Mount Dajo, near Jolo. The engage 
ment opened during the afternoon of 
March 6 and ended in the morning of 
March 8. The action involved the cap­ 
ture of Mount Dajo, a lava cone 2100 
feet high, with a crater at its summit 
and extremely steep. 
The last 400 
feet were at an angle of 00 degrees, 
and there were 50 perpendicular ridgea 
covered with a growth of timber and 
strongly fortified and defended by an 
invisible force of Moros. 


“The army casualties were 18 en­ 
listed men killed, a commissioned offi­ 
cer and four enlisted men wounded. 
The naval casualties 
numbered 32. 
Ensign H. D. Cooke, Jr., of the United 
States steamer Pampanga, command­ 
ing the Pampanga fort, was severely 
wounded, and Coxswain Gilmore waa 
severely wounded in the elbow. 


“The action resulted in the extinc­ 
tion of a band of outlaws who, recog­ 
nising no chief, had 
been 
raiding 
friendly Moros, and owing to their 
defiance of the American authorities 
had stirred up a dangerous condition 
of affairs,”

for a further term of three years from 
April 11, 1906. The present agreement 
terminates March 31 of this year. 


Announcement of the anthracite op­ 
erators’ decision 
and their counter­ 
proposition was made in a long, formal 
statement, which was given out for 
publication. This statement, which in­ 
cludes the correspondence on the sub­ 
jects at issue between President John 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers, 
he ting for the miners, and George F. 
Baer, president of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron company, for 
the operators, discusses the miners1 
proposition in detail. 
In every in­ 
stance the contention is made by the 
Operators either that conditions in the 
coal fields do not w arrant the changes 
proposed by the miners or that the 
Questions at issue already have b’een 
passed upon by the strike commission. 
Won't Recognize Union. 


The demand of the miners that the 
operators enter into an agreement 
with the union is declined on the 
ground that the anthracite operators 
“stand unalterably for the open shop, 
and again decline to make an agree* 
ment with the United Mine Workers 
of America, an organization controlled 
bs a rival industry.” 
Of the demand 
for an eight-hour day, the statement 
says the operators know of no change 
in conditicms th at caiTbi? used to sus 
tain the renewed demand fon a reduc 
| tion in hours. 
It declares that the 
expectation of the strike commission 
that the reduction from ten to nine 
hours “should not result in any de 
crease in the output of the mines“ haá 
not been realized, and adds: 
“Wd 
might justly say that with the expe­ 
rience of the past three years, the 
10-hour day should be restored; 
but 
we are willing to abide by the de­ 
cision of the commission.“ The prop­ 
osition that a uniform scale of wages 
be established in the anthracite fields 
is met by the operators with the reply 
that this would be impracticable by 
reason of the varying capacities of 
the workmen and the várying condi­ 
tions existing in tfie region and at the 
collieries.

No Change In Conciliation Board. 
“We cannot increase wages without 
Advancing the price of coal; and we 
arc not willing to advance the price 
of coal,” Is the reply to the demand 
for a general increase In wages. 
The 
request that the operators shall collect 
from each employe certain stated sums 
for t h f support of the Mine Workers* 
Union is denied ori the ground that, 
“as a matter of pojicy, we would nq¡t{ 
make such an agreement as you Re­ 
quest, and. as a m atter of law. w^tfare 
not permitted to make it.“ Tljafopera- 
tors decline to §.grfce to any .change in 
the board of conciliation as «¿tablished 
by the anthracite coal string commis­ 
sion, taking the 'ground that 
sys­ 
tem proposed would simply ^involve 
the creation of a series of minor I¿oards 
whose decisions might be conflicting, 
and from which appeals would fiave to 
be taken to an arbitrator, thereby cre­ 
ating more delays than now exist. The 
complaint of the miners that the board 
of conciliation does not act promptly 
the operators declare to be not war­ 
ranted by the facts. 
The demand for 
a new sliding wage scale is denied on 
the ground that the sliding scalé fixed 
by the anthracite coal strike commis­ 
sion covers practically all the proposi­ 
tions in the proposed new scale. 


The Demands of the Miner*. 


The demands of the mine workers

in wages for all mine workers affected 
by the agreement for each increase of 
five cents in the average price of coal 
in the* sizes known as grate, egg, stovo 
and chestnut sold at or near New York 
above $4.60 per ton, the rato of com­ 
pensation in no case to be less than 
that fixed in the agreement; the recog­ 
nition of a mine committee from the 
union with full authority to take up 
with the officials of a company any 
dispute or grievance which may arise 
at a colliery. 


The demands also provided that each 
employe bo given 
an 
itemized pay 
statement at least one dav before pay­ 
day; that a discharged employe have 
the right to present his grievance in 
* the same manner as provided for in 
the case of other grievances; that no 
person be refused employment or in 
any other way be discriminated against 
on account of membership in any la­ 
bor organization; that the companies 
collect 
from 
each 
employe 
such 
amounts as might be levied by their 
organization monthly, the amount thus 
collected to be turned over to an au­ 
thorized committee at the.colliery; that 
nil employes who are required to work 
n safety lamp should receive 10 per 
cent, extra, in addition to the regular 
wages or prices, and that the violation 
of any provisions of the agreement, 
either by the employers or the em­ 
ployes, should not invalidate any of 
its provisions. 


1100 DEAD IN 


DISASTER 


Paris, March 12.—The worst fears 
as to the enormity of the mine disas­ 
ter in the Courrieres district of the 
Fas-de-Calais Saturday have been re­ 
alized. 
Thfc death list numbers 1100, 
and Mie whole of the region stands 
appalled at the terrible tragedy, which 
has brought sorrow to 6000 fathers, 
inothers, v/ives and children. 
An ex­ 
plosion of fire damp caused the car 
. Jamity. 


The ta s t mortuary cam^ is under 
military guard, 400 soldiers having ar- 
l’ived there to assist in holding in 
check the crowds of distracted mourn­ 
ers. 
For a time hope had been held 
out to the people that tappings on 
pipes by the imprisoned men had been 
heard, but gradually this hope van­ 
ished and the people demanded ad­ 
mission to see the bodies, and even 
threatened to break through the cor­ 
don of troops, who had the greatest 
difficulty in keeping the crowds from 
the pit. 
One man named Sylvestre 
succeeded in entering the mine, but 
.he never returned. 
It is believed he 
groped about inside until he was over­ 
come by the gases and perished. It is 
reported that a rescue party number­ 
ing 40 has been cut off by the caving 
in of one of the galleries. 


For the time being the mine build­ 
ing has been transformed into a mor­ 
tuary chamber, and all about in it lie 
the carbonized and almost unrecogniz­ 
able bodies of miners whicll were 
taken there ag they were brought up 
from the mine. 
Stricken relatives ar­ 
rive at the rpine building from time to 
>tlme, searching for missing members 
of their\£amilies, and 
indescribable 
scenes of grief occur as women recog­ 
nize loved ones. 


Heart-rending scenes, too, are wit­ 
nessed about the mouth of pit number 
four, where in the presence of Minis­ 
ters Dubief and Gauthier the bands of 
rescuers are 
continually 
descending 
and returning with bodies, The wom­ 
en, with children in their arms, at­ 
tempt to break through the cordon of 
troops which 
form 
a 
lane through 
which the body-bearers proceed to the 
mortuary chamber. Sometimes the bur­ 
den consists of a mero heap of burnt 
flesh, and in nearly every case the 
body is terribly lacerated. Only one- 
half of the bodies recovered have been 
identified. 


Despite the daftger incurred, the vol­ 
unteers, who include a number of those 
who were successful in escaping at the 
time of the explosion, do not hesitate 
to descend the shaft. 
Some of them 
have been do>Vn more than a dozen 
times. 
One of 
them 
after ‘having 
brought up 14 bodies was suffocated on 
his 15th attempt, and it is feared that 
other fatalities among the volunteers 
will follow, as the air in the mines is 
«till impregnated with noxious gases. 
A number of the men engaged in res­ 
cue work have already been brought 
to the surface Unconscious, and as they 
were driven to their homes in closed 
carriages the Women folowed and broke 
the windows, suspecting > th^t bodies 
were being hurried away,"

The result of the prince of Monacors 


fleep-sea soundings continue to inter- 
est the-Academy of Science at Paris.

One of the facts was that'at the bot- 
tom of the- Mediterranean the temper- 
ature of the water was at 1-5 degrees 
above zero (centigrade), whereas in 
the Atlantic the temperature at a 
depth of 3,000 or 4,000 
meters

scarcely 2 degrees above zero. An- 
other interesting discovery was that 
though the water of the sea near the 
mouth of rivers was unusually full of 
microbes, and. though harmful germs 
were even, found upon the surface in 
midoeean, at a depth of 1.000 meters 
lea water is absolutely sterile.

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Says C. K. Chesterton in the Illus­ 
trated London News: It is customary 
to remark that modern problems can­ 
not easily be attacked because they 
are so complex. 
In many cases I be­ 
lieve it is really because they are so 
simple. 
Nobody would 
believe in 
such simplicity of scoundrelism even 
If it were pointed out. 
People would 
say that the truth was a charge of 
mere melodramatic villainy, forget­ 
ting that nearly all villains really are 
melodramatic. 
Thais, for instance, 
we say that some good measures are 
frustrated or some bad officials kept 
in power by the press and confusion 
of public business, whereas very often 
the reason is simple healthy human 
bribery. 
We waste our fine intel­ 
lects in finding exquisite phraseology 
to fit a man, when in a well-ordered 
society we ought to be finding hand­ 
cuffs to fit him. 


In the exposures of land frauds 
and other forms of knavery, men who 
were regarded as models of deport­ 
ment and good character have been 
convicted of giving or taking bribes. 
As men of good repute have fallen 
one after the other into shame and 
social ruin, the wonder grew that 
men otherwise so good should have 
been so false to their trusts. Accord­ 
ing to the Christian Register, one 
explanation of the wide-spread evils 
connected with the administration of 
government and the distribution of 
national lands and revenues is that 
this is tho fruit of a wide-spread dis­ 
regard of law and a conviction that 
It is not so bad to make an illegal 
profit in the service of the nation 
as it would be to steal from a per­ 
sonal friend. 
Some of those who are 
fierce in their denunciation of the 
land thieves would not hesitate a 
moment if it came t« a question of 
getting a trunk full of dutiable goods 
through the 
custom-house 
without 
paying charges. 


An editorial in the Independent 
cays: 
The outlook ahead Is not at 
all promising. 
We confess that we 
do not see any certain outlook for 
the farmer. 
It will be impossible for 
the railroads, under the wisest man­ 
agement, to catoh up and keep pace 
with 
agricultural 
development. 
Traffic has got so far ahead of the 
railroads, as they are

Would government ownership 
and 
management 
improve affairs? 
Such an experiment is possibly to be 
taken. 
Looking at the matter from 
any viewpoint, we do not see any 
chance for immediate 
relief. 
The 
problem remains how to secure suffi­ 
cient help to make our productive 
interests more economic and more 
thorough; and how to secure haulage 
and transit, prompt 
and sure and 
abundant, betwee© our barns and 
our buyer«.

Electricity On a Dairy Farm. 


The Labor in Many of the Necessary Farm Operations Much' 
Reduced and the Hired Man Not Greatly Missed.

POCKET WIRELESS. 


Interesting Future For Recent Eng­ 
lish Invention. 


An 
English 
electrical 
engineer, 
Ernest Oldenbourg, has recently in­ 
vented a new telegraphic receiver 
which, it is 
declared, 
is 
sensitive 
enough to detect the m^st delicate 
impulses which even a pocket battery 
could send out. 


This instrument, which is at pres­ 
ent known as the capilliform receiver, 
is “more sensitive than the brain;” it 
is said to transcend all previous in­ 
ventions in delicacy. 
It depends on 
the fact that mercury in a vertical 
capillary tube, like that of a ther­ 
mometer— rises and falls when an 
electric current is passed through it. 


This fact has long been known. Mr. 
Oldenbourg’s 
invention consists 
in 
magnifying it and in utilizing it in r. 
shape which enables it to be used 
practically as the receiving instru­ 
ment of a telegraphic installation. Its 
peculiar value is, it is claimed, that 
will respond to far smaller currents 
than those at present used^ a mere 
fraction of a volt is sufficient to work 
it. 


Mr. Oldenbourg asserts, says the 
Boston Transcript, that it* will be 
quite possible with the aid of his nov 
instrument to mako a telegraphic ap­ 
paratus by which any one walking 
about the floor could send intelligi­ 
ble messages for instance to a con­ 
federate on the platform, where a 
mind reading act is being performed, 
without any one else knowing about 
them. 


Nitrate Deposits. 


There is a generally prevalent idea 
that it is an admitted fact that the 
Chilean nitrate deposits will, at tho 
present rate of working, bo exhaust­ 
ed in tho near future, probably with­ 
in about twenty years. 
This esti­ 
mate is based upon surveys and cal­ 
culations made some ten or fifteen 
years ago, before a complete examin­ 
ation of the pampas outside the prov­ 
ince of Tarapaca had been under­ 
taken. 
In recent 
years vast depos­ 
its have been discovered and sur­ 
veyed in the districts of Antofagasta. 
Taltal and Tocopilla, and according 
to the latest official estimates the 
store of “caliche" now known to ex­ 
ist and to be workable will suffice to 
meet all requirements of consumption 
during the present century^-British 
Agricultural Press,

On the outskirts of a hustling little 
manufacturing 
village, 
Oriskany 
Falls, in Southern Oneida County, is 
a farm that is probably as interesting 
and remarkable as any in the State 
of New York, and it is doubtful if 
there 1« another in the United States 
equalling it in completeness of labor 
saving, power 
generating 
and me­ 
chanical devices. 
The farm is owned 
by E. Burdette Miner. 
Besides being 
cultivated and conducted in every 
way in accordance with modern and 
up-to-date farming science, it also 
possesses one of the most thoroughly 
perfected and efficient electrical farm 
plants ever constructed. 


By electric power generated on his 
own farm Mr. Miner runs a large 
saw for cutting up all lengths and 
sizes of stove wood, runs the milk­ 
ing machines, ensilage 
cutters and 
bolsters, separators and 
ice cream 
freezer, churn, thrasher, grindstone, 
pumps, washing machines and wring­ 
er, besides lighting every room in his 
house and heating most of them by 
the same method. 
He has electric 
lights in every barn and other build­ 
ing on his farm where lights may 
be needed, including a well appoint­ 
ed machine shop, where he, with his 
sons, does all his own mehcanical 
work. 
In that shop he has an elec­ 
tric motor that runs a lathe, drill, 
wire winding machine, electric sol­ 
dering iron, buffing machine, buzz- 
saw and a large pump that operates 
the milking mahcines down in the 
stables. 


In his house he has electric heaters 
in the different rooms that thorough­ 
ly warm it at an absolutely even tem­ 
perature at the will of the occupants. 
He also heats the flatirons by elec­ 
tricity, and has even a little electric 
motor attached to the sewing ma­ 
chine. 
And this is all accomplished 
on a farm by a farmer without any 
help, advice or assistance from any 
one outside his own family. 


All this saving of labor and the 
Inestimable conveniences 
have been 
made possible by Mr. Miner and his 
3 0ns by harnessing 
the Oriskaney 
Creek, a turbulent little stream that 
flows through the beautiful Oriskany 
Valley, in which Mr. Miner owns a 
large section of 
fine, fertile, well 
tilled land. 
At a suitable point in 
the stream about one-quarter of a 
mile from the house, where there is 
a normal flow of about four thousand 
cubic feet a minute, with about a six- 
foot fall, a thirty-six foot flow dam 
was put in, with a concrete and plank 
foundation, that is built to withstand 
almost any pressure that might come 
from floods and spring freshets; but 
to make the dam safe and sure^ be­ 
yond all 
doubt, they 
built slosh 
boards in the dam, six feet wide and 
one foot high, that can be drawn 
out, one or all, as the supply of water 
demands. 
Further, they have two 
large flood gates in the concrete at 
the bottom of the dam that can be let 
out, and should the flood be so great 
that all these methods would fail to 
save the dam from going out they 
have built a spillway on the side of 
the pond that would take care of a 
great quantity of flood water. 


At the left of the dam, leading 
down from the pond about a hundred 
feet downstream to an abrupt bank, 
a dike eight or ten feet wide was dug. 
At the lower end of this a wheel pit, 
laid in concrete, was built, with a 
small powerhouse above. 
There it 
was found that a head of four and 
one-lialf feet had been obtained and 
an upright thirty-inch Samson water 
wheel was installed. Upon test it was 
found that the wheel under this very 
low head developed 
seventeen and 
one-half horsepower. 
In the power­ 
house a dynamo of twelve and one- 
half kilowatt 
capacity 
was placed. 
This was connected by 1500 feet of 
bare aluminum cable with the farm 
buildings. * In the house were placed 
twenty-five sixteen-candlepower 220- 
volt lamps, and in the barns eight 
more, electric illumination being the 
first and principal object of the plant. 


In a little more than two months 
after work was started in the bed of 
the creek to build a dam, the plant 
was started up, and it has been run- 
ing 
successfully, night 
and day, 
ever since, and with 
no attention 
whatever from any one, save oiling, 
which is necessary about once in two 
weeks. 
The water wheel and dyna­ 
mo run continuously, and, now that 
the expense of purchasing and in­ 
stalling them is over, there is abso­ 
lutely no expense or trouble to it, 
and the vast amount of labor it saves 
and the many, luxuries and conveni­ 
ences it affords Mr. Miner and his 
family make life on the farm about 
as pleasant as it could be anywhere 
in the world. 


Only a small portion of the power 
that could be generated is necessary, 
and Mr. Miner placed a governor at 
the wheel gate, which regulates the 
amount of water passing through the 
wheel to the amount of power needed. 


After the problem of illumination 
on the farm had been solved, two of\ 
Mr. Miner's sons proceeded to extend 
the application of the power then at 
their command^- It was ii* the winter 
and in this climate heat is very essen­ 
tial, and fuel, efther wood or ooal, is 
always expensive. 
there was a 
problem to solv«, and it was an easy 
one. 
They purchased 
a 4000-watt 
heater, placed it in the houser and 
heated two rooms, one 1 6 x 1 3 x 7 % , 
to a temperature of seventy-five de­ 
grees, while out of doors the ther­ 
mometer sowed Jtero weather. 
And 
irons that extension of his system Mr. 


Miner has continued until it seems* 
that there cannot possibly be a fur-* 
ther use to put it to on the farm. 


The cow stables are built and kept, 
in a condition that shows that tho 
owner believes in the most approved 
and up-to-date methods in farming,, 
but that fact is also evinced in every­ 
thing connected with his place, and 
a visit there is well worth consider­ 
able effort. 
In both the stables and 
the horse barn he has running water- 
pumped in by electricity, and there is 
a plentiful supply 
of pure spring: 
water at all times for the livestock. 
The floors of the stable are all of 
concrete except where the cattle stand 
and lie. 
That is of plank, as Mr., 
Miner has not come to the belief that 
cattle do well or enjoy life as much 
on cold concrete floors. 
A pit back 
of the cows is so graded that all 
waste is carried off by flushing to a 
large tank, the contents of which 
are then used for fertilizing. 
Pat­ 
ent 
swing 
stanchions 
are 
used 
which allow the greatest freedom for 
the cattle’s heads, whether standing 
or lying down. 
All the milking is 
very successfully and quickly done by 
electrically driven milking machines,, 
which Mr. Miner says give satisfac­ 
tion in every way. 


In the creamery, where the milk 
from a dairy of twenty cows is daily- 
transformed into butter, is a milk 
separator, the heavy bowl of which 
must be made to revolve at a speed 
of 7400 revolutions a minute each 
morning and evening, till the entire* 
milk production of the cows has gone- 
through it. 
Before installing electric 
power this laborious work had to be» 
done by hand and was counted part 
of the hardest farm work. 
With that 
was the big churn, which for an hour 
at a time, several days a week, de­ 
manded the strenuous attention of 
some muscular person who no doubt 
could have been profitably spending 
his time at some other less laborious 
work. 
All that work must be' done 
away with, so a wire was run into 
the creamery, and on a concrete foun­ 
dation a half-horsepower motor was: 
placed and connected. From this mo­ 
tor a narrow belt was run to the* 
separator. 
Then 
the 
churn- was; 
placed on a platform swivelled from 
one corner to the floor, the other 
three corners resting on casters. This: 
arrangement permitted the churn to- 
be swung into line with the motor* 
and connected by belt when the churn 
is to be used. 
After the churning 
Is completed the belt is stripped off* 
and the churn pushed back out of the- 
way. 


In a room adjoining the creamery 
was the grindstone, that torturous, 
back 
breaking 
arrangement 
that 
every farmer boy has cause to re­ 
member, especially 
his associations 
with it about harvesting time. 
That 
was a simple matter for Mr. Miner. 
He ran a small round belt from the 
motor through the 
open door and 
around a pulley on the axle of tho 
stone, and labor on that crank was 
at an end, the old Oriskany running 
it more smoothly than it could be 
done by hand, and 
with no com­ 
plaints. 


All around the farm are many me­ 
chanical contrivances that show con­ 
siderable study, thought and ingenu­ 
ity, and one of the cleverest of these 
is on the separator. 
When the 'milk 
has all passed through the machine- 
the latter should 
be stopped and 
rinsed. 
To 
accomplish 
this auto­ 
matically a float is connected with 
the electric current operating the mo­ 
tor in such a manner that when the 
milk is all run out of the separator 
the float is lowered to a point where 
it breaks the circuit, cutting off the 
power and stopping the machinery. 
Simultaneously with the breaking of 
the current a dish of water, previous­ 
ly placed above the separator* is emp­ 
tied by an ingenious device into tho 
separator before it has ceased to re­ 
volve, and 
the 
large 
machine is 
thoroughly rinsed, 
Thus the sepa­ 
rator is made to stop at the moment 
its work is done and to proceed to 
to the indispensable work of rinsing 
itself out properly. 


A hand pump had been In use to 
force water into a reservoir in the 
attic of the house, which supplied the 
bathroom, and then 
a motor was 
brought into use which' did away with 
the work of pumping. 
A larger mo­ 
tor wras secured and placed in posi­ 
tion in the woodyard. A circular saw 
and frame were provided and wood 
in sled lengths is brought from the 
wood lojs in winter and is piled up 
to await the time when it is con­ 
venient to reduce it to stove wood 
by the aid of the Oriskany Creek. 


In the lightening of labor on the 
farm Mr. Miner did not for a minute 
neglect the part performed by wo­ 
men, and his constant thought has 
been to help his good wife in her 
work. 
Electric flatirons and elec­ 
trically driven sewing machines are 
among the results in the house, 
in 
the dining rooms aro electric fans, 
which ventilate and cool the house 
in the warn! weather, and even the 
ice cream 
freezer 
has 
a belt and 
motor. 


The cost of equipping a farm in 
that manner must be no small item, 
but on that point 
Mr. Miner was 
silent, 
He declined to give any fig­ 
ures, but the results are all so satis­ 
factory that it is 
doubtful if he 
would go back to the old methods of 
farming for five**times what the new 
method has cost him. — New York 
Tribunt Farmer.

The official reporters of the Con- 
gress of the United States are having 
an unusually strenuous time this year 
in chronicling the proceedings of tho 
national Legislature. 
It Is not neces- 
sary to seek far for the reason. This 
Is presidential year, and the oppor- 
tunity Is seized by many legislators 
—as similar occasions have been at 
Intervals of four years In the past—to 
make political hay 
while 
the 
sun 
shines. 
Therefore the country has a 
surfeit of 
debate liberally 
flavored 
with politics, while "constant reader," 
finds the Congressional Record bur- 
dened with innumerable speeches in 
which national Issues are discussed to 
the neglect of the measures ostensi- 
bly under consideration. 


All this means hard work and plen- 
ty of it for the expert stenographers 
who comprise the corps of official re- 
porters of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
Not only Is the de- 
bate under such circumstances 
par- 
ticularly lively and many 
of 
the 
speeches particularly lengtliy, but the 
orators are exceptionally 
concerned 
as to the form In which their remarks 
will appear In print. 
Dozens of these 
speeches in Congress will later be 
sent broadcast as campaign ammuni- 
tion. 
Naturally the authors are soli- 
citous as to hov/ their efforts will ap- 
pear In cold type and make revisions 
and corrections almost without end. 


However, the official reporters arc 
well equipped to keep tab on the say- 
ings of the nation's lawmakers. A sys- 
tem has gradually been 
developed 
which makes It possible to present a 
complete detailed record of all that 
has transpired at a daily session of 
either House of Congress in an al- 
most incredibly short space of time 
after the body has adjourned. This is 
accomplished by having the official 
reporters work In relays and by the 
introduction of the most up to date 
mechanical equipment, not the least 
notable feature of which Is found in 
the business phonographs Into which

cribing them. 


The present day working 
system 
and equipment of the official report- 
ers, like this body of shorthand ex- 
perts itself, has been brought to the 
stage of perfection as the result of a 
gradual evolution. 
The plan of re- 
porting verbatim the proceedings of 
the Senate and I-Iouse of Representa- 
tives has been In vogue since 1S4S; 
and In the three score years 
that 
have Intervened since this Important 
feature of Congressional routine was 
inaugurated 
there have 
been 
many 
changes of method. At the outset the 
official reporters took their notes in 
shorthand and then at their leisure 
laboriously transcribed the record In 
longhand. 


When the typewriter was Invented 
it revolutionized 
tho labor of tran- 
scribing tho reporter's notes, and more 
recently another advance almost as 
notable has been made by the Intro- 
duction of the business phonograph. 
Some of the veterans of the corps of 
official reporters still prefer to dic- 
tate their notes to assistants, who take 
them stenographically and transcribe 
them on typewriters, but the majority 
of the experts dictate to phonographs, 
the cylinders of which are at once 
taken by typewriters and a transcript 
made. 


It Is claimed that the phonograph 
method 
Is the most economical of 
time and It also offers superior ad- 
vantages against 
error. 
If a type- 
writer has reason to believe that he 
has made an error In transcribing from 
a phonograph he has only to turn 
back the cylinder and again listen to 
the 
remarks 
regarding which he Is In 
doubt, but If there Is a suspicion of 
error In stenographic notes there is, 
of course, no way for the typewriter 
operator to determine the matter with- 
out 
consulting the official reporter 
who gavQ the dictation. 
While on the 
subject of the economy of time In this 
work It may be noted that the highest 
attainment 
in this line is 
possible 
where men can read one another's 
shorthand notes, but this is a rare ac- 
complishment, 
However, somo of the 
Murphys. a family conspicuously iden- 
tified with the whole history of Con- 
giresslonal 
reporting—had 
this gift, 
and It was at one time possible for 
one member of the family to remain 
practically continuously on duty In the 
Senate chamber, merely turning over 
his notes for transcribing to his broth- 
er, who acted as his assistant 


Although the system of official re 
porting Is identical in the Senate and 
House of Representatives the remun 
eration of tho reporter is on a differ- 
ent basis in the two houses of Con- 
gress, In the House the shorthand ex- 
perts are paid on the salary plan. The 
six official reporters, Messrs. A. C. 
Welch, 
Fred 
Ireland, Reuel 
Small, 
Alllster Cochrane, George C, Lafferty 
and Samuel H, Gray, each 
receives 
compensation at Iho rate of ?5UU0 per 
year and there are four official steno- 
graphersh-W, J. Kehoe, M. R. Blum- 
enberg, John D. Cremer and Harry F. 
Dodge, who also receive |5U00 salaries. 
An assistant official reporter receives 
?1200 per year and an assistant slen* 
ographer is paid at tho rate of $1GUU 
per year. 


In the Senate the work of reporting 
the proceedings is covered by con- 
tract. 
The staff of official reporters 
comprises Messrs. Theodore F. Shuey, 
Edward V. I^lurphy, Milton W. Blum- 
enbt?rg, Henry J. Gensler^ Daniel B. 
Lloyd and James W. Murphy, with 
Eugene C. Moxley as assistant. 
The 
first 
two men on the list—^Messrs. 
Shuey and jMurphy—hold the contract 
and 
employ their associates. 
That 
the contract plan i>revalls in the Sen- 
ate was due to the wish of the late 
Dennis F. Murohy. uloueer of the fa- 


mous Senate reporters. 
When 
the 
method ' to be followed in allowing 
s^'jmpensation for the official reporting 
in Congress was under consideration 
ft third of a century ago Dennis Mur- 
phy, who was in charge of the Senate 
reporting, expressed a preference for 
contract 
system, which 
would 
give 
him a lump sum for doing the work, 
instead of a salary, and would Inci- 
dentally allow him a free rein in the 
selection of assistants. 
Mr. Murphy 
first took the contract in the early '70s 
and after his death it was trmisferred, 
in 1896, to his brother Edward V. Mur- 
phy and Mr. Shuey, who hold It joint- 
ly. 


The price paid for reporting the pro- 
ceedings of the Senate Is $30.000 a 
year, so that It would appear on the 
face of things the House of Represen- 
tatives pays somewhat more for the 
verbatim record 
of Its 
proceedings 
than does the Senate. 
It was the ori- 
ginal Intention, however, that the ex- 
penditure for this purpose should bo 
about equal for the two houses of Con- 
gress. 
In the investigation of 
the 
matter which resulted In the adoption 
of the contract plan In the Senate 
and the salary scheme In the House 
It was discovered that there was very 
little difference in the volume of the 
reporting In the two houses. _A com- 
putation 
covering 
several 
years 
showed that on an average the varia- 
tion between the chronicles of the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
did not excoej thirteen columns of 
jtho Congressional Record for an entire 
session of tho lav^ making body. 


To the army of stenographers em- 
ployed on small salaries in all parts 
of the country the $5000 received by a 
Congressional official reporter for work 
that seldom occupies more than seven 
months of tho year^ and sometimes 
does not exceed throo months in 12, 
may appear decidedly alluring. 
As .a 
matter of fact, however, the pay is 
not excessive considering the high or- 
der of ability and exceptional quail- 
llcatlons 
required. 
The 
shorthand 
sharps at the Capitol are in literal 
truth the pick of their 
profession. 
First of all, it is requisite that they 
shall have the ability to attain the 
acme of high speed work—not in an 
occasional spurt but as a regular dally 
grind. 


Many of the achievements in rapid 
writing which the Congressional offi- 
cial reporters dismiss lightly as a com- 
monplace feature of their regular rou- 
tine are little short of 
miraculous. 
Issac Pitman in his text books claimed 
that 120 words a minute is the average 
public speaking, Mdiereas many of the 
revised modern text books on short 
hand 
promise the beginner that 
a 
speed of 150 words a minute will qual- 
ify him to do verbatim reporting. 
A 
speed of 200 words a minute is gener- 
ally considered amply sufficient for 
all court and convention 
stenogra- 
phy, and yet even this rate of writing 
would fall far short of the require- 
ments In recording the sharp collo- 
quies that occur in any exciting de- 
bate In Congress. 
Just to Illustrate 
the skill of the official reporters It 
might be cited that one of them in 
a recent demonstration before the stu- 
dents of a shorthand school wrote on 
an ordinary blackboard with common 
chalk at the record breaking speed of 
2G0 words a minute, mailcing charac- 
ters that were legible in all parts of 
the large schoolroom. 
The principal 
of the school was so dumbfounded that 
he had the blackboard photographed 
and had a number of the persons pres- 
ent make affidavit to the time occu- 
pied by the test. 


That tho 
Congressional 
reporters 
must keep up their whirlwind writing 
In abbreviated form not merely for 
a minute or an hour but for a working 
day of six or seven hours is attested • 
by the fact that at one recent sitting 
of tlie House of Representatives thero 
v/ere spoken and recorded in the leg- 
islative chamber an aggregate of 07,- 
000 words. 
Of course no one reporter 
keeps tabs on the proceedings for -any 
protracted Interval. 
When his note 
book Is filled he Is relieved by another 
reporter and repairs to the work room 
of the corps In the Capitol, where he 
reads his notes to a receptive phono- 
graph or a 
listening 
stenographer. 
This done he can if need be go back 
and 
in 
turn 
relieve 
his 
alternate. 
Meanwhile his dictated notes are be- 
ing transcribed on the typewriter, and 
later in the day he must correct the 
manuscript—a duty of a very exact- 
ing character. 


Not only In equipment but In work- 
ing methods have the passing years 
witnessed an evolution In the most 
difficult form of reporting In the world. 
Years ago when the membership of 
Congress, and particularly 
of 
the 
House of Representatives, was small- 
er it was entirely feasible for an of- 
ficial reporter to sit near the speak- 
er's desik and hear clearly all that 
took place. 
With the larger body of 
lawmakers 
and 
the 
perhaps 
more 
strenuous proceedings this is no longer 
possible. 
Nowadays the official sten- 
ographer must be on the firing line, 
so to speak* 
Instead of sitting at his 
own desk he must in most instances 
take the debates standing, dodging up 
and 
down 
the aisles M'hereyer 
the 
colloquy is hottest 
and 
considering 
himself in rare luck If he gain the 
temporary use of the unoccupied chair 
of a member. 
To successfully carry 
on work in such an environment re- 
quires not merely mastery of short- 
hand but a cool head and quick judg- 
ment. 
Several members talk at once, 
sentences overlap and there aro inter- 
ruptions without end, but through it 
all the official reporter must preserve 
his law of 
continuity.—Washington 
Star.

1t was to read almost unreadable ad­ 
dresses was staring at a daintily per­ 
fumed tinted envelope which bore a 
crest. The writing looked as if it had 
been done with a fork dipped in mo­ 
lasses. 
“It’s the society folk who 
write the most wretchedly,” he said. 
“There's no excuse for them, becausQ 
they're educated, so I s’pose they do 
bum penwork because it's the fash­ 
ion or they think it gives them dis­ 
tinction. 
In my experience I should 
put handwriting under three classes; 
that of the uneducated, the extremely 
busy and the fashionable. 


44 Bad writing with the busy class is 
mostly from men who are truly in 
too' much of a hurry to form their 
letters well, and the typewriter Is now 
relieving them 'to such an extent that 
the number of badly written busy let­ 
ters Is fast growing small. 
The un­ 
educated do the best they* can, so I 
bave some patience with them. 
But 
the fashionables—they slant the let­ 
ters from left to right, upward, in 
such an exaggerated way that an en­ 
velope looks like a rainstorm. Some­ 
times every letter is one-half an inch 
or more in length, and the letters M, 
U, N, V, R and W are all formed 
alike. 
A and O are hardly distin­ 
guishable, and only the dot differen­ 
tiates the I from the E, and often 
the dot is omitted. 
Often, as on this 
envelope, there will be a word that is 
just a wiggle and a scrabble, and is 
almost undecipherable. 


“Although 
the 
fashionable foL.s 
write for the greater part in what I 
•call the ‘tall hand,1 .some write a low, 
Email hand, the letters running to­ 
gether, and sometimes letters are left 
out altogether. I can generally'make 
out a word if the letters are all there, 
but when some are dropped out or 
the word Is finished by a trailing of 
the pen instead of forming the let­ 
ters, I'm pretty well baflled,”— New 
York Tribune, 
Tine. 


r‘ “Blames Smoke For Many Ills* 


Sir William Richmond, a well- 
linown member of the British Royal 
Academy, finds instances in unexpect­ 
ed directions to drive home his argu­ 
ments in his laudable but hitherto 
very unsuccessful campaign against 
the London smoke nuisance. 


Lecturing he told his fearers that 
the late springs and early falls here 
were 
caused 
entirely 
by 
London 
smoke. The pallor of Londoners was 
also due to the same cause, for the 
smoke 
excluded the 
sunlight, and 
where there was no sunlight there 
Tvas no color. 


He went so far as to ascribe physi­ 
cal deficiencies of the poor to his 
pet aversion. Premising that nothing 
could grow without light, he declared 
that poor girls were often toothless, 
while the terrible snub noses and re­ 
treating chins so common among the 
poorly bred natives of London wera 
largely due to the absence of light. 


A Well-Nigh Extinct Fuel of tb# 
Western Plnln. 


On the high plains of the arid West 
the buffalo chip remains to-day an 
enduring 
memorial. 
Formed 
of 
finely comminuted prairie grass, its 
surface remains year after year unaf­ 
fected by the weather, except that 
annually it grows a little harder, un­ 
til at last it will almost turn the edsc 
of an ordinary knife. 
The winter’s 
snows beat upon it without changing 
it, the spring rains merely dampen its 
surface, and even a long storm hardly 
wets through the sixteenth part of 
an inch. The destruction of the chip 
comes from below, where dampness 
is held, where insects bore and bur­ 
row, and where moisture and the 
richness of the ground encourage a 
growth of vegetation. 
Around the 
chip’s border grow taller stalks of 
grass and weeds, sometimes forcing 
their way through its thin margin. 
So gradually, but very slowly, the 
material of the chip is eaten away 
from the under side, until at last 
merely a shell is left, which some day 
the wind will pick up and roll along, 
and which may then easily bo broken 
up and disappear. 
Yet, to-day, over 
many portions of the plains genuine 
buffalo chips may be found in large 
numbers. 
Often on a dry place they 
are almost unchanged, and might be 
thought to be only a year or two 
old. 
Again they are surrounded by 
a thick fringe of vegetation, and are 
firmly anchored to the ground by it. 
Often these oldest ones are full of 
holes bored in them by insects or 
larvae of some fly or beetle that has 
deposited its eggs in the mass while 
yet it was fresh. 


In the early days of travel over 
the treeless plains the buffalo chip 
often furnished the only fuel that was 
to bo had. 
The dry chips burned 
slowly and m *de a hot and fairly 
lasting fire, over the coals of which 
cooking was done with a great deal of 
comfort. 
After camp had been made 
the first duty of all hands was to 
scatter over the surrounding prairie 
with gunny sacks, blankets and hats 
to gather the buffalo chips which 
were to be used to prepare the even­ 
ing meal. 
All the early books speak 
of the use of this fuel, and mention 
its excellence as a matter of curiosity 
and interest; yet it is by no means 
peculiar to America. 
On the high 
plateaus of Tartary and Tibet the 
dung of camels and of yaks has been 
used for the same purpose time out 
of mind. 


In dry ,weather no better fuel could 
be found than the buffalo chip, but 
if the weather had long been dam?, 
or, worse still, if there had been ; 
heavy rainstorm, the kindling of a 
fire of buffalo chips was a difficult, 
sometimes an impossible task. With­ 
out this fuel the difficulties of old- 
time travel over the Western plains 
would have been many times multi­ 
plied. 
It furnished heat*with which 
to prepare warm and nourishing food, 
often at critical times, and often gave 
the fire which kept men from perish­ 
ing through cold. 


By the Indians of the plains the 
buffalo was esteemed sacred above 
all other animals, and naturally so, 
since it furnished them with food 
and shelter and clothing. 
They also 
held the buffalo chip sacred. In many 
of their ceremonies it was u-sed some­ 
times to typify the buffalo, sometimes 
as a support to keep some sacred ob­ 
ject from resting upon the ground. A 
sacred pipe might be placed upon a 
buffalo chip, and other sacred objects 
were often put upon it, sometimes the 
chip itself resting on a bed of the 
stems of the white sage.— Forest and 
Stream. 


Modern Surgery.

Indeed surpass all understanding. It 
is quite a common thing nowadays 
for a surgeon to insert several tiny 
electric lights into the head through 
the nose and then 
working with 
long-handled, peculiar knives (also 
through 
the 
nostrils),

brain. 
Such 
operations 
are per­ 
formed without making a single in­ 
cision into the skin. 
Not so long 
ago the world was startled by the 
report that certain English surgeons 
had performed an operation that in­ 
volved the cutting away of a growth 
from the heart. 
Eminent specialists 
have branded the announcement as 
a self-evident fake, but there are 
many who believe it did take place. 
Such things as taking out an eye 
or a part of the intestines and then 
putting them back are so common 
as to cause no comment. 


A well-known physician in a West­ 
ern State, who has made a study of 
grafting to a marked degree, recently 
sent out an announcement to the 
effect that he had succeeded in join­ 
ing the hind legs of a rabbit to a cat. 
The effect, when Kitty walked, was 
ludricous, it is said, the rear legs 
trying to propel her with the spas­ 
modic jerks of the hare, while the 
front legs tried to carry her with a 
cat's usual dignified tread. 
How far 
this physician’s 
experiments 
would 
have carried him hadn't the local hu­ 
mane society stepped in, is unknown.

parties in open 
spaces, or on the roof, for the pur­ 
pose of worshiping the moon. 
The 
police department, being afraid that 
disorder might arise from these peo­ 
ple, issued a notification that such 
noisy parties at night should be pro­ 
hibited.— South China Post.

The writer In 
the Boston Transcript who called it 
“The Peace of God” came nearer to 
the meaning than those who called it 
“Grief,” but the statue stands for a 
deeper 
thing 
than 
the “Peace of 
God.” ' ” 


To this the Springfield Republican 
adds: 


“This is the 
great 
imaginative 
statue concerning which the H pub­ 
lican said: 
‘This marvellous presence 
is not man or woman; it is a great 
and mournful angel, seated, with the 
right hand supporting the chin, and 
in its strong and solemn features is 
embodied all there is of human grief 
when it has passed the stress of 
human passion and must rest.' 
It 
needs the further pursuance of the 
thought: there is embodied at once 
the human repose and the spiritual 
mystery of that pause in Life which 
we call Death. 
It is the memorial of 
a woman of rare charm, character 
and accomplishment, dying in her yet 
young prime— the wife of Henry Ad­ 
ams, the historian. 
The idea of the 
sculptor, as Mrs. Dali presents it, is 
adequate. It is indeed the peace that 
passeth .Understanding— the mystery 
int*o which all depart.”

CREAM SEPARATORS OX FARM. 


One of our contemporaries =n speak- 


ing of -he importance of clean sepa- 
rators on the farm says that "most 
farmers do not realize the amount of 
loss accruing from the old fashioned 
method of allowing tbe iniik 10 stand 
in crocks or pans for a day or two to 
iet the cream rise. The disadvantages 
of ibis practice are that there is from 
one to t\vo per cent, of butter fat -eft 
in the skim milk, which would mean 
a great loss during the year in the 
amount of butter made from the aver- 
age number of cows kept on the farm. 
Then, 
again, 
few 
farms are 
so 


equipped as to have a cool place 10 
keep milk, so that by the Time the 
cream has risen the skim milk is 
soured and is not lit to feed vr use. 


The cream separator Is doiasj away 


with, all this. The milk as i<>on as it 
is milked and while yet warm eau be 
skimmed aad the cream and ekirn milk 
are;sweet aud; ready .for use. The but- 
ter fat. the most valuable par-: 01" the 
milk, is practically all removed, only 
about three-hundredths of one per cent, 
being left in the skim miik. as against 
two or three per cent, by the old way. 
Where impurities have fallen into the 
milk the separator removes them and 
they do not effect the cream. 
The 


separator is a labor saving device, as 
the necessity of caring for the numer- 
ous pans and crocks is done away 
with and everything can be finished 
at once. 


It will pay any fasmer with Sve or 


more cows who are trying to make but- 
ter to have a separator. 
In some 


States where the farmers supply the 
creameries with cream it will be found 
far more profitable to skim the milk 
at home and haul only the cream. 
And creameries will pay better prices 
for cream this way. The cream sepa- 
rator is one of the best investments 
one can-make who has cows.—I::iHrtn:! 
Farmer. 


GREEX FOOD. 


The hen not oniy re-quires a vsrled 


food In winter as well as rr. summer, 
but like the cow. demands bulk. They 
will readily eat cabbage, c-iover and 
ensilage In winter, when, they are 
compelled to stay indoors. By bulky 
food we mean all manner of material 
that is not in a concentrated form, 
and by giving this along with the grain 
food, it dilutes the grain food through 
promoting digestion and affordinjr ihe 
fowl greater opportunities for produc- 
ing- eggs. 


When a head of cabbage Is given 


them, try hanging It tip by the roots 
just above the hens where they may 
reach it easily, or if compelled to jump 
a little to get it -will only be one way 
Df making them exercise, which is very 
beneficial. You will find they Trill eat 
it greedily and be quite willing to do 
considerable jumping. 
Another ad- 


vantage in hanging It up is that it is 
kept perfectly clean; if thrown on the 
ground, they would soon foul it by 
pulling it about. 


There is but little nourishment in 


cabbage, but It -Is worth much as a 
change of diet; tbe suaae- wiih en- 
silage, it isn't that they like*the thing 
itself, so well, but because they find 
it an agreeable change from the grain, 
and because It adds bulk and promotes 
digestion. 


Cured alfalfa and clovers are ex- 


cellent foods, especially for winter 
feeding, as they contain a large per 
eent. of protein. 
The cured bay Is 


fed very fine and fed dry or in mash. 
If fed dry, it may be scattered upon 
the ground or feeding- joards, as you 
would feed grain. 
We have fed It 


both ways, but prefer the mash, as 
the juices are extracted and there is 
not so much danger of waste. 
Put 


the desired amount into a large pail, 
pour boiling water over it. cover 
tightly and let stand for several hours 
before'feeding. The hens will enjoy a 
mess of this kind every morning.— 
M. P. H.. in Indiana Farmer.

The trees 
#row up with us. 
Tho earliest joys 
of childhood are with Juneatings and 
Rodstreaks, 
The apple is equally 
delightful to advancing age. 
It is 
associated with our school dinner 
baskets, our working days, when it 
wound up our 
lunches, and w*hat 
more coukl we give to our boy loves 
than a red-cheeked, 
golden-hearted 
Pearmain? 
So, so! 
But was it not 
an applo that every morning we car­ 
ried to our teacher, with which to 
buy a smile and pay for love. 
Those 
were golden days when tho Sweet 
Bough covered the sod, and burst 
open with innate 
goodness. 
Why 
should one not love an orchard? 


I remember well that by a little 
turn on the way home from school 
I could go through the old Kirkland 
orchard— the first one 
planted by 
white men 011 their westward way 
from New England across the conti­ 
nent. There I sat in the trees, among 
tho 
Spitzenburgs 
dreaming 
life 
dreams, and looking* into a valley 
paradise, until tho call of the cows 
warned me to drive them homeward 
for milking. 
Yesterday I sat at tho 
foot of some of thoso same old trees, 
leaned my head against them, felt 
their broken arms with sympathy, 
and when the October sunshine called 
out the bees and tho butterflies, in 
the midday hours, I kissed the deay 
old tree that was my boyhood favor­ 
ite. 
Why not? 
It gave me cheer­ 
fully, liberally, capfuls, pocketfuls, 
of delicious apples. 


The pickers are 
at work—homo 
pickers, and they know what they 
are about. 
They do not toss, nor do 
they drop the apples, not even a few 
inches; 
but as true apple pickers 
pliould do, they lay cacli one gently 
into the basket. - Rudeness is never 
more out of phico than when picking 
fruit. 
Think you what nature has 
done in packing together these balls 
of cells, each one delicately fitted to 
the other, and all inclosed with art 
finer than that of Apelles--who once 
deceived the 
birds. 
Handle each 
apple sympathetically, and then do 
not pour out the basketful into the 
wagon, but once more lay mu the ap­ 
ples like eggs. 


A basketful of 
Northern Spys! 
What can be more beautiful? 
Some 
have burst their sides in the process 
of growing, and you see tho yellow- 
fleshed cells, full of nectar. 
The 
hoys lay these aside for their own 
use— for to be sure nothing can be 
better to make fine boy ilesh and 
soul— and if placed in a cellar they 
will not keep. 
They are like boys 
and girls that are crowded in school; 
they die early. 
The Swaar is a sly 
apple, for it is of green russet color, 
and one would not know it to be 
the very standard of quality; yet if 
you do but know what to do, you 
will ask for a barrel of prime Swaars, 
and store them away to be used next 
May. 
The McIntosh and the Walter 
Pease are brothers of the most fa­ 
mous (Fameuse) family of apples 
ever created, and when you look at 
their glory you will hardly liko to 
see them taken from the limbs, 
A 
tree full of either sort is so perfect 
that only the freezing weather just 
ahead could induce me to despoil 
it. 
McIntosh is as white inside as it 
is red outside, and Walter Pease has 
a fragrance liko a bed of lilies. And 
not long ago Mr. Burbank sent us 
the Wintersieln, the very climax of 
science and art combined. 
Grimes 
Golden and Jonathan 
are not big 
apples, but they go a long way to­ 
ward being perfcct 
apples. 
They 
should bo planted alternately, so that 
you shall see the gold of one and 
the perfect 
crimson of 
tho other 
pide by side. 


I3ut if I keep on at this rate you 
will know not only that I am a wor­ 
shiper of the apple, but that I shall 
never get tho picking finished. 
Only 
I do not liko an apple grower who 
knows nothing about comparative 
values. 
He grows Greenings, Rus­ 
sets, Spys and a dozen more sorts 
possibly, but in my orchard of eighty 
sorts he is lost, 
He knows no apple 
history, does not keep pace with pro­ 
gress in the gardener’s art, and tho 
now things that burst out of God#s 
will and man’s 
intelligent work— 
these he cares nothing about, because 
he does ont understand them. 
Ho 
grows his apples without brains, and 
he picks them without brains, while 
the grandest harvest 
on his acres 
wakens no more enthusiasm than his 
turnips. 
His 
apples 
are 
tossed, 
poured, tumbled; and in the mid­ 
winter he digs them for use, out of 
a lialf^rotted bin of rubbish. 
All 
right work is poetry; and religion; 
all wrong work is impiety as well as 
illiteracy. 
The most learned man I 
ever knew thought more of apple 
lore and rose lore than of his Greek 
hexameters. 
He said, “In my garden 
there is a greater poem than tho 
Odyssey. 
The days write it, and the 
winds chant it, and as for me, I learn 
to see it and to hear it.** 


The load is ready for the cellar, 
only you may be sure that we do not 
put apples in a house cellar, with 
vegetables, where 
greasy odors or 
the smell of decay can taint them. 
In such a cellar all sorts of apples 
will taste alike before January. 
The 
apple deserves 
a cellar by itself, 
clean as a library and sweet as a 
chamber. 
There is 110 abomination 
in civilization worse than the ordi­ 
nary cellar— a wicked resort of all 


rattle as they arc poured— for iu- 
docd they are not poured, but they 
are lovingly transferred 
from tho 
basket. 


About one-fifth of each load ia 
sorted out into boxes, and loft out­ 
side of the collar to be pressed into 
cider--every applo that is in tho 
least defective, A true farmer should 
certainly have lite own cider press 
and grind his own apples. 
It should 
be a beautiful process and a clean 
one. 
Home-made and strictly hon­ 
est cider would reform the most in­ 
famous 
drunkard, 
Every 
applo 
must bo clean and without decay. It 
is not any moro fitting to drink a 
rotten apple than to eat it. 
All, 
but you “never tasted cider before!” 
To be sure, but it pays to be decent. 


What an appetite! 
And yet I have 
sampled nearly every sort in the or­ 
chard, and there are over half a 
hundred- -only a few of them how­ 
ever do not this year bear fruit. 
Yet 
a good appetite is an honest affair 
and wholesome, and we aro glad to 
hear the call for supper. 
Do you 
know samp? 
Have you ever tasted 
it— tho real old-fashioned samp? 
If 
not, you have so far missed the most 
perfect food man and nature ever 
put their heads togethe rto devise. 
Take the very finest ears, right from 
the husking. 
You must not wait for 
a flavor of mold to touch even tho 
cobs. 
Dry the ears around the stove­ 
pipe— then persuade your miller to 
grind it alone, and to give you the 
result at once— it must not lie about 
the. mill. 
Then sift out all the fine 
meal, and dry the rest on salvers in 
the kitchen. 
When thoroughly cured 
put it on the stove in a kettle about 
half filled with water. 
Bring it to 
a boil. 
Then set it back to cook 
moro 
slowly--all 
day. 
You will 
never forget it, if once you have heard 
samp boiling 011 a kitchen stove— 
tho bubbles bursting with a pouff, 
pouff, pouff. 
Stir it gently, but you 
must not forget it for a moment. All 
day long it must be watched and 
stirred and thought of and smelled. 
It must go on at daybreak, and it 
must gently cook until night. 
The 
odor changes about noontime. 
It be­ 
comes tempt ins to the nostrils. 
It 
grows irresistible about 4 o’clock. At 
6 the fragrance takes possession of 
the whole house; it becomes a mys­ 
tery. 
The little mother has dono 
nothing else for two hours but watch 
it and smell it. 
I assure you that a 
cook without a good nose is not worth 
having. 
Nov/ the blue bowls are on 
the table. 
A pan of milk with solid 
cream is in tho centre. 
The samp is 
yellow as gold, and it is still burst­ 
ing open with little explosions of 
heated fragrance. Ye gods! your am­ 
brosia and your nectar are nowhere 
compared with samp and milk, 
Tho 
real samp of our mother’s day. 
It 
is a lost art, and for these forty 
years I 
have 
neither 
tasted nor 
smelled genuine samp. Afterward an 
apple 
pie! 
A pie of 
Spitzenburg 
apples! 
Our mothers would not cook 
any others, and they were right; and 
to this day there is no other such 
apple for pies. Tho Astrachan makes 
bettor jellies, and, for baking, tho 
York Pippin and the Gravenstein are 
ahead; but not for tho creation of 
that summation of kitchen art— tho 
apple pie. 
Did you ever see one 
made? 
Well, I cannot say how it is 
dono nowadays, only I suppose it is 
liko everything else, by measure and 
by weight. 
But then, in my memory 
days, a woman did not follow any 
rules at all — that is six spoonfuls 
of this and two spoonfuls of that. 
Bless my soul! 
Why, just enough, 
and if you have not the cooking in­ 
stinct, so that you know what is 
enough, you will not bo a cook by 
going to a cooking school— not till 
you die. 
But tho pie? 
Yes! 
It was 
a compound of goodness, but it had 
unity— and it was full of digestion. 


Ik my boyhood 
the old people 
scraped apples when eating them raw, 
to avoid indigestion. 
For a delicate 
stomach 1 could name you half a 
dozen sorts: tho ’Wismer, the Deli­ 
cious, the Stuarts Golden, the McIn­ 
tosh, the 
Walter Pease, 
and tho 
Danchy Sweet. 
These are creations 
of a recent day. 


Thoro are already seven thousand 
apples 
catalogued 
in 
the 
United 
States, and I suppose a great many 
more varieties remain uncatalogued. 
What shall the future applo be? Not 
seedless, for a seedless fruit is at tho 
end of 
evolution. 
We want seeds 
until perfection is reached. 
Tucked 
away in those germs are possibilities 
of improvement, 
“There!” says Na­ 
ture, “ take these and try for better­ 
ment. 
These little brown seeds aro 
your pledge 
of possible 
progress. 
When I give you no more seed you 
are finished, and I shall take no more 
interest in your affairs." 
A seed­ 
less apple is the end, bah! 
The com­ 
ing apple must bo also red, not only 
to please tho housewife, but to honor 
the artistic taste of Nature herself— 
her struggle for the beautiful. 
As 
for size 1 hardly dare to say, but I 
think a Northern Spy is just about 
right. 
One of these will fill a man’s 
stomach and three will fill a boy s. 
We must learn when to stop.— Out­ 
ing Magazine.

ANIMALS AND MEN.

Human Billboards,

country house at which tho 
was staying there occurred 
a few days ago a curious episode to 
which ho can recall no parallel. 
Our 
host had been breaking ii\ .a young 
horse, and one morning the animal 
was sent out 
with an 
older 
and 
steadier horse harnessed to a heavy 
omnibus. 
All went extremely well 
during a drive of about ten miles, 
until the party, consisting of tho 
coachman, tho man who had broken 
in the horse, and a daughter of the 
house, wore almost home again. Our 
host was waiting 011 the road a few 
hundred yards from the stables to 
see how the young one shaped. 
He 
happened to have with him more 
than a dozen fox terriers which are 
accustomed to be taken out together, 
frequently get a run after a rabbit 
and are generally known as “ tho 
pack.’* 


Our host jumped 0:1 the boxstep 
of the omnibus as it went past, tho 
better to judge of the young horse’s 
appearance, and as luck would have 
It one of the young pack began leap­ 
ing up at the step and barking. 
The 
barking dog started the young horso 
kicking. 
The first kick was a skier, 
as the writer can testify, having ex­ 
amined the mark made by the horse’s 
hoof high up on the omnibus, and it 
brought the horse over the trace. 
After that he was beyond control, 
and his plunges made the other ani­ 
mal respond. 
The latter got one leg 
over the pole and soon the young 
one was floundering on the ground, 
and the elder, a powerful animal of 
over sixteen hands, was trampling on 
him, and kicking furiously. 
All this, 
though a serious mess, was nothing 
extraordinary in the experience of 
a fearless household which breaks 
in its own horses. 


But then an entirely new and un- 
ovpected trouble began. 
The pack 
were yelping and skirmishing round 
tho kicking horses, and the horses 
(whether only in pain, or whether 
partly in anger and terror at the 
pack it is difficult to say) began to 
scream. 
All the four persons en­ 
gaged in the turmoil— there were by 
this time 011 the road trying to hold 
and pacify the horses--are agreed 
that the screaming of the horses was 
what appeared to make the pack go 
mad. 
Mad, at all events, for the 
time they went. 
They attacked the 
horses and they attacked the men, 
particularly the men. 


It ought to bo explained that the 
dogs knew the men perfectly well, 
and had been accustomed to go out 
often enough with our host to re­ 
gard him as their master in the ab­ 
sence of one or two other members 
of the family. 
They were not, then, 
attacking strangers. 
Our host, hang­ 
ing 011 valiantly to the head of the 
older horse, which was still kicking 
diabolically and screaming, kept sev­ 
eral of them off by taking a lesson 
from the horse. 
To his great satis­ 
faction, ho “lifted” one of them sev­ 
eral yards by. a lucky kick, but for 
all that he was bitten on both legs. 
The coachman suffered worse; both 
his legs were bleeding, and his tat­ 
tered trousers were a sufficient testi­ 
mony of the way in which he had 
been 
“worried.” 
Once during the 
struggle the horse stopped screaming 
for a few seconds, and then it seems 
that if the pack did not actually come 
under control, they 
were at 
all 
events not »seriously aggressive. 


The pack are a set of terriers as 
good-tempered in their relations with 
human beings as one could want to 
find. 
This was not a case of a few 
vicious dogs turning when a suit­ 
able opportunity came 
on persons 
whom they had obeyed sullenly. Of 
course, the fact that the terriers were 
accustomed to hunt anything which 
came in their way may explain some­ 
thing. 
Conceivably tho spectacle of 
a horse 
011 the ground may have 
aroused in them the same instincts 
as they have at the end of a run, 
though even so the horse would sure­ 
ly seem a very large and unfamiliar 
quarry. 
But this does not explain 
the attack upon the men. 
Hounds 
at the “death” do not turn on the 
huntsmen, and, so far as 0110 knows, 
would not do so ,oven if they were 
less well under control. 


The writer is forced to tho con­ 
clusion that the scfeaming of the 
horses produced in tho dogs a kind 
of frenzy which may perhaps be best 
though loosely described as panic. 
Panic, of course, strictly means a 
state of fear resulting from some 
trifling inadequate cause. 
But per­ 
haps one may be allowed to use’the 
word in tho wider sense of similar 
action on the nerves by some exter­ 
nal cause not necessarily producing 
fear. 
The pack were certainly not 
afraid, 


The subject is a very interesting, 
but unhappily a very vague one in 
tho human sphere; it would be as 
interesting, though 
probably 
even 
moro difficult to investigate, in the 
animal world, 
History records un- 
controllable panics 
among soldiers, 
for which no immediate reason could 
be shown. 
In recent times there was 
the panic of the Greek soldiers out­ 
side Larissa in Thessaly when no 
Turks were near them. 
The write/ 
has heard a young officer tell how 
in the South African War his.com­ 
pany, who 
had 
been 
mercilessly 
shelled all day, suddenly rose up 
frpm their bivouac, following the ex­ 
ample of one man, and rushed across 
the empty 
veldt yelling 
like theJ 
Ephesian 
crowd, without 
knowing 
why. 
At the moment there was no 
danger; and when the danger had 
existed they had endured it unfalter­ 
ingly. 
These are extreme cases of 
panic in its strict sens?. 


Gustave Le Bv>n has written a 


book to show that a crowd ha«1 a 
conscience or intelligence of its own, 
which is something 
quite different 
from the aggregate of all the sepa­ 
rate consciences or intelligences of 
Hie people who compose the crowd. 
He may be right. It is only in accord­ 
ance with experience, at all events, 
that conscience becomes less sensi­ 
tive when its scruples are shared. 
And there seems to be some reason 
for the assertion that a number of 
persons who arc individually sane 
and temperate 
may behave collec­ 
tively in a manner quite insane and 
intemperate. Have the various states 
of mind in human beings— the '“ec­ 
static” states, to use that word ia 
the careful Greek sense—any coun­ 
terpart in animals?— London Spec­ 
tator.

In their own country they re­ 
spond so quickly to any courteous 
advance that they seem to have been 
waiting for you to make it. 


441 have traveled hundreds of miles 
on English railways. 
Whenever I 
have shown the slightest inclination 
to lay aside my own reserve I found 
the English ready to meet me moro 
than half way. 
I have heard plenty 
of Americans tell of having the same 
experience. 


“When it comes to explaining any 
of their customs, as, for instance, the 
luggage system, they are so patient 
and kindly that I confess to a sort of 
shamefaced wonder 'vhen I remember 
how brutally we in this country often 
treat the unsophisticated. 


“As for the English whom one 
meets on the Continent— or at any 
rate the English I have met on the 
Continent—I wouldn’t ask for pleas­ 
anter traveling acquaintances. So far 
as my observation ooes the Americans 
were much more stiff and awkward 
about breaking* the ice than the Eng­ 
lish were. 


“Of course, one doesn’t expect that 
English fashionables are going to 
have much to do with strangers, any 
more than we would expect our own 
society folk to play the bon ami to 
people whose only claim to notice may 
be that they are sitting in the same 
parlor car. 
Maybe the Philadelphia 
traveler made up to the big swells, 
with or without knowing it, and was 
therefore considered to show a man­ 
ner, as he says, ‘reeking with ef­ 
frontery.’

Bird Flights. 


The occurrences of American birds 
in this country raises the interesting 
question, how do they cross the in­ 
tervening 2000 miles of ocean? 
Can 
we suppose a bird is capable of sus­ 
tained flight for a sufficiently long 
period to accomplish this? 
On the 
supposition that this yellow shank 
can fly at the rate of 150 miles an 
hour, it would accomplish the dis­ 
tance in fourteen hours. 
And then 
it must be remembered that this bird, 
being a wader, would bo able to rest 
from time to time on the water. 
As 
regards the rate of flight attained by 
birds in their 
migratory 
journeys 
some interesting computations are to 
be found in Iiatke’s “Heligoland as 
an Ornithological Observatory.” His 
figures ’are 125 miles an hour for 
the hooded •crow, 208 for the northern 
blue throat and 245 for the Virginia 
plover. 
At the last rate the Atlantic 
could be crossed in about eight and 
three-quarter hours. 
Some six other 
American birds, 
in-birds, including 
the red-crested snipe and the Eskimo 
curlew, are recorded from the Seilly 
Islands, 


Other American 
birds, including 
tho yellow-billed cuckoo, have been 
recorded in Ireland, 
And in connec­ 
tion with this crossing of the Atlantic 
by American birds, it is interesting 
to note an apparent attempt to cross 
in the opposite direction. 
In a Brit­ 
ish association 
report for 1887 we 
read: 


“At Rathlin 0*Birne (West Done­ 
gal), immense flocks of birds, star­ 
lings, thrushes and fieldfares— passed 
west from December 18 to 23. 
The 
nearest land to the west of this rock 
island is America. 
This is not an 
isolated 
occurrence. 
The westerly 
flight of land birds at stations off the 
west coast of Ireland has been no­ 
ticed on other occasions.** 


It would be interesting to know if 
any of these' enterprising migrants 
ever reached the other sidsj.— Lon­ 
don Globe.

FACTS ABOUT FOOD 9 


From “The Crime of Uneducated 
Rating,” by Charles H. Cochrane, in 
tho Metropolitan Magazine! 


Milk is the only food that combines 
ih itself all that is necessary for hu­ 
man nourishment. 
All others have 
an excess or a lack of something that 
the system needs; hence mixed foods 
aro desirable. 
Scientists have calcu­ 
lated that tho following is a reason- 
m kture: lean meat fifty parts, milk 
seventy, bread sixty, potatoes thirty, 
butter six, and water three quarts 
daily. 
The amount of water seems 
large, but as a matter of fact the 
average person takes three pints of 
water with what he regards as solid 
foods. 
For instance, 
beefsteak 
is 
two-tliirds water, dried beef one-lialf 
water, bread two-thirds or more. 


There are 
fifteen 
chemical 
ele­ 
ments found in the body. 
Two of 
those, oxygen and hydrogen, we get 
in the air and water we take in. 
Of 
thé others carbon is the only one that 


w p require in large quantity. 
An in­ 
dividual of 15 0 pounds should con­ 
tain thirty-four nounds of carbon in 
his make-up. 
The food must supply 
this carbon, and we secure it in vege­ 
tables and grains by what are called 
the carbohydrates, which form two- 
thirds to three-fourths of the grain, 
and a smaller proportion of vege­ 
tables and fruits. 
In moats the pro­ 
tein is the chemical substance of chief 
value. By protein is meant the nitro- 
geneous portions, the ablumen of the 
eggs, the curd of the milk, the lean 
part of the meat, and the gluten of 
flour and cereals. 
A little less than 
one-fifth of the average meat is pro­ 
tein, available for building muscle. 
Gluten is a chemical composition of 
carbon, nitrogen and oxygen. 
To ap- 
preciatè what it is as a substance for 
eating, take a few kernels of raw 
wheat and chew them up finely. 
The 
starch will dissolve away almost im­ 
perceptibly, and there will remain in 
the mouth a gummy substance that 
can be chewcd almost indefinitely like 
a bit of chewing gum. 
This is the 
gluten or muscle-building part of the 
flour. 


Fat is an important article of diet. 
Probably butter is the best form, but 
any healthy animal fat is satisfac­ 
tory. 
It gives energy to the eater, 
but may be used in quantity only by 
one who takes much exercise.

Split Pea Soup. 


For this you can use either tho 
green or yellow split peas. 
Pick over 
carefully, 
removing 
all 
imperfect 
ones, wash thoroughly; cover with 
cold water and soak over night. 
In 
the morning pour off the water in 
which they were soaked and put into 
the soup kettle, allowing for two 
cups of the peas four quarts of cold 
water, a half pound fat salt pork cut 
in small pieces, and if you happen to 
have it, a ham bone or bit of bacon. 
Cover closely and let simmer on the 
back of the range 
for five or six 
hours, taking care that it does not 
scorch. 
About an hour before serv­ 
ing add two medium sized onions, 
chopped, two stalks of celery and a 
sprig of parsley. 
At the end of an 
hour, strain through a coarse sieve 
and return to the stock pot the soup, 
which will be smooth and creamy. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper, 
add a pint of hot milk or not, as pre­ 
ferred, and if liked quite thick, beat 
in 
a 
tablespoonful 
flour 
stirred 
smooth with a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter. 
Cook ten 
minutes longer and 
serve 
with 
croutons.— American 
Home Magazine.

Iodine Spots.— Wash with alcohol, 
then rinse in soapy water. 


Chocolate 
and 
Cocoa 
Stains.— 
Wash with soap in tepid water. 


Scorch Stains.— Wet the scorched 
place, rub with soap and bleach in 
the sun. 


Blood Stains.— Soak in 
cold salt 
water with 
plenty 
of 
good so^p; 
afterward boil. 
% 


Grass Stains.— Saturate 
the spot 
thoroughly with kerosene and wash 
in warm water. 


Mildew Spots.— Soak in a weak so­ 
lution of chloride of lime for several 
hours. 
Rinse in eold water. 


Ink Stains.— Soak in sour milk. If 
a dark stain remains, rinse in a weak 
solution of chloride of lime. 


Iron Rust Spots.— Soak thoroughly 
with lemon juice, sprinkle with salt 
and bleach for several hours in the 
sun. 


Sewing Machine Oil Stains.— Rub 
with lard. 
Let 
stand 
for several 
hours, then wash with cold water and 
soap. 


Vaseline Stains.— Saturate the spot 
with ether. 
Place a cup over it to 
prevent evaporation. 
Use the ether 
with great care. 


Grease Spots.— Hot water and soap 
generally remove these, but if fixed 
by long standing, use ether, chloro­ 
form or naphtha. 
All three of these 
must be used away from the fire or 
artificial light. 


Varnish and Paint Stains.— If the 
stain is on a coarse fabric, dissolve 
by saturating it with turpentine. Use 
alcohol if on a fine fabric. 
Sponge 
with chloroform, if a dark ring is left 
by the turpentine. 


Hot Tea and CoiTee Stains.— Soak 
the stained 
fabric in 
cold water, 
wring, spread out, and pour a few 
drops of glycerine on each spot. 
Let 
it stand several hours, then wash 
with cold water and soap. 


Pitch, 
Wheel 
Grease 
and 
Tar 
Stains.— Soften the stains with lard, 
then soak in turpentine. 
Scrape off 
carefully with a knife all the loose 
surface dirt. 
Sponge clean with tur* 
pentine, and rub gently until dry. 


Fruit Stains.— Stretch 
the fabric 
containing the stain over the mouth 
of a basin and pour boiling water on 
the stain. 
If the stain has become 
fixed, soak the article in a weak so­ 
lution of oxalic acid, or hold the spot 
over the fumes of sulphur. 


Silk Stockings.— Never use soap in 
washing 
silk 
stockings. 
Bran in 
water is the proper fluid to use— four 
tablespoonfuls to a quart of water. 
Rinse in several clear waters, pressing 
the water out.

THE LOBSTER 
COCKTAIL NOW, 


So Superior to Ordinary Oyster 
Variety> That It it Prof nation 
to Compare Them. 


Familiar as New Yorkers may be 
with tho oyster cocktail, it is safo 
to assert that the lobster cocktail will 
appeal to most of them as t^n entirely 
new idea. 
As a matter of fact, how­ 
ever* the lobster cocktail has lately 
become a most delectable reality to 
tho chosen few who have been invited 
to test its merits, for it has been 
the general verdict that it is so far 
superior 
to 
tho 
ordinary oyster 
variety of cocktails that it would bo 
little short of profanation to attempt 
to draw a comparison between them. 
Of course, there will probably 
be 
some Doubting Thomases who will 
require to bo convinced of the truth 
of this assertion. 
If so, they may 
procure a freshly boiled lobster, and, 
if they will carefully follow instruc­ 
tions, 
they 
can 
easily 
couviace 
themselves. 


To prepare the new lobster cock­ 
tail, extract the meat, and cut it into 
pieces that are as nearly as dice-like 
in size and shape as possible. 
Chill 
the meat thoroughly, and serve it 
with a.glass of the most savory of 
cocktail sauces as an accompaniment. 
Moreover, do not let it be forgotten 
that a heaping teaspoonful of finely 
minced green pepper in each glass 
will add a very noticeable delicacy 
of flavor to any kind of a cocktail 
sauce that has yet been invented. 


The ordinary cream cheese seems 
to have taken a new lease of life 
this fall, for it now appears at one 
place or another in the menu of all 
neat luncheons. 
If the repast is a 
somewhat elaborate one, it is with 
the salad 
course that 
the cheese 
makes its appearance, but if it is a 
simple affair, 
the coming 
of the 
cheese is delayed until the service 
of the desert. 
In either case, how­ 
ever, it is invariably transformed—- 
sometimes almost beyond the possi­ 
bility of recognition— for, instead of 
boing served fresh from its original 
wrappings, as was once the custom, 
it is now mixed with a variety of 
ingredients. 


One new wrinkle in serving the 
cream cheese is to combine it with 
red Spanish peppers— the kind that 
comes in cans. 
To prepare this deli­ 
cacy, chop the peppers fine; then 
add the cheese, and mix the two to­ 
gether thoroughly, so that the tiny 
bits of red pepper may be evenly dis­ 
tributed through the cheese. 
Add a 
little salt, with 
paprika to taste; 
mold into dainty balls, and chill be­ 
fore serving on leaves taken from the 
crisp heart of the lettuce. 


Another novel effect is attained by 
utilizing chives in place of the red 
peppers, and, if one does not object 
to the suggestion of onion that such 
a combination 
naturally 
produces, 
the result is both delicate and attrac­ 
tive. 
In this case, too, the chives 
are finely minced before being blend­ 
ed with the cheese. 
The mixture is 
then blended with the cheese. 
The 
mixture is then salted to taste, but 
the paprika must be omitted. 


To those who love the taste of car­ 
away, tho combination of caraway 
seeds and cream cheese is certain to 
prove most inviting. 
This, too, is 
easily made, and requires no season­ 
ing except a little salt. 
In any of the 
above dishes, however, a little melted 
butter, or, better yet, some very thick 
sweet cream, may be added at discre­ 
tion, if, as is often the case, the 
cheese is too dry to be molded neatly.
